Sebi on this subject has passed both 
"Houses of the lature and only 
waits Executive a to become 
law. If we are to lieve oi Virginia 
‘City persons moving in respect- 
able spheres:of life thete have become 

_ onfirmed opium smokers. The habit 

‘was contracted in the Chinese dens in 

_ the lower part of that city. Young 
and old both fell victims to the per- 

_ nicious practice, and it is having a 
serious effect upon the rising genera- 
tion both of Gold Hill and Virginia 
City. The Virginia Board of Alder- 
men tried to effect a remedy by enact- 
ing an ordinance making it a misde- 
meanor for any white person to visit 
any Chinese opium house. This failed 

ito reach the evil. Those who had 

contracted this tearful habit bought 
the opium from Chinamen and went 
home to smoke. The Legislature has 
applied a remedy of a different de- 
scription, which reaches the Chinese 
as well as their white victims. The 
bill prohibits the sale of opium, ex- 
cept by a druggist when prescribed by 
@ physician in good standing. It also 
prohibits any person from keeping a 
smoking den. An infraction of the 
law is made a misdemeanor, and the 
police are charged with its enforce- 
ment.—S. F’. Bulletin. 

The above statement of our circum- 
stances is correct, and those in search 
of facts need not go to Virginia City 
to find this pernicious habit degrading 
and ruining its slaves. Not a town in 
the State where the Chinaman builds 
his colony but has its opium dens, 
into which chance or folly inveigles 
white men and youths. Wecan point 

_to such men upon our streets, and we 
know that once the baneful habit 1s 
begun, there is no power which can 
liberate the victim. These dens are 
visited usually through curiosity, and 
the power of opium is invoked in 
order that one may understand the sin- 
gular habits of these heathens, who 
voluntarily enslave themselves with- 
out reason orinducement. Once tried 
the reason is only too well known, and. 
the novice does not wish for the lib- 
erty which he has lost. Druggists are 
restricted in the sale of poisons, and 
we earnestly hope that means may be 
devised for preventing this ruinous 
‘practice which threatens, in some 


cases, entire families. 


TELEGRAPHIC. 


The Eastern press contain some- 
what conflicting opinions of the 
effect of the discussion by the Elec- 
toral Commission. The decision, how- 
ever, favors the Republicans more 
than it does the Democrats. The Re- 
publicans are therefore jubilant and 
the Democrats somewhat despondent.

The 
remaining Electors therefore declared 
that vacancies existed, and proceeded 
to elect the same two persons who 
were originally placed upon the Elec- 
toral ticket. 

The Commission yesterday heard 
testimony on the eligibility of the 
Florida Elector Humphreys. Four 
hours argument was allowed. The 
Committee decide the case to-day. 

In the House a resolution was of- 
fered to remove Wells & Anderson to 
more comfortable quarters.

JAIL REPArrs. —Yesterday afternoon
